DEBATE EXPECTED. 


It ie doubtful whether either the 
Allied debt refunding bill or the 
tariff can be reached at the present 
session. Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon has been very anxious to get 
complete authority to refund the 
$11,000,000,000 debt owed by the 
Allies to the United States, but the 
measure, which has already been re- 
ported favorably by the Finance 
Committee, is likely to provoke 
much debate. The suggestion has 
been made by some Senators that it 
might not be very hospitable to the 
visiting delegates to the armament 
conference to remind them of their 
nations’ debts while they are here, 
but the intention Of leaders is to 
push the measure as fast as circum- 
stances will permit. The tariff bill, 
in all probability, will have to go 
over until the next session, but 
President Harding, in conferences 
with Republican leaders during the 
past few days, has made it plain that 
he did not look with favor upon any 
effort to delay the tariff bill unneces-

HEAVY CALL | 
FOR LIBERTY 
BONDS SEEN. 


Comptroller of Currency 
Tells Bankers Government 
Securities Are Booming. 


That Liberty and Victory bonds 
probably will be a surprisifigly at- 
tractive investment wivhin a year or 
two was the opinion expressed last 
night by D. R. Crissinger, Comp- 
troller of the Currency, whg is here 
from Washington, D. C., to address 
the American Bankers’ Association 
convention. 

“Liberty and Victory bonds have 
been picking up considerably here 
of late, because of the low redis- 
count rates.” said Mr. Crissinger. 
“As money becomes easier, govern- 
ment bonds will grow stronger. ! 
heard the other day that one large 
bank in an eastern city is in the 
market for $12,000,000 worth of 
Liberties. It is probable they 
are to be bought for so larg: 
customer.” 

Mr. Crissinger states that sma!) 
investors, as well as large ones, are 
buying Liberty and Victory bonds at 
present. Business conditions in the 
East are slowly but surely improv- 
ing. he rts; but there is grave 
Goubt in his mind as to the likell- 
hood that the unemployment prob- 
lem will be solved as a result of 
conferences. He thinks it will have 
to work itself out by the natura! 
processes of adjustment. 

Explaining’ announdements that 
he intends to call for State bank 
statements at the time national! 
bank statements are published, Mr 
Crissinger said he simply told 
bankers in Philadelphia that i¢ Stat« 
banks the country over wish to make 
a call when the national bank calls 
are made, and submit their state- 
ments to him, he will consoljdate 
them and publish the consolidated 
report at the time national bank 
statements are published. 

“Such a procedure would give the 
financial world an interesting slant 
at the country’s financial status 
from time to time. I am not ad- 
vised as to whether or not the State 
banks intend to accept my propost!- 
tion,” he said. 

Cémmenting Qpon the report that 
a campaign is soon to be staged tc 
call out of nooks and corners penny 
banks, tin cans, old socks and other 
hiding places $3,000,000,000 which 
is believed to be out of circulation in 
this country, Mr. Crissinger said: 

“T doubt if there is any such sum 
of money tucked away, out of gen- 
eral circulation in this country, but 
no doubs there isa large amount se- 
quest«f}ed in various nooks and cor- 
ners. It would be splendid if most 
of this idle money could be coaxed 
into the savings banks.”

REASON FOR THE WHITE SPOT. 


While good and bad reports come | 
to us regarding the influences de- 
termining future conditions, the pre-| 
ponderance of evidence is strongly 
favorable. Land values were never 
inflated to the extent noticeable in 
the Central States and consequently 
there has not been the financial! 
pressure which developed in less 
fortunate localities, What stringency 
there has been is being gradually re- 
moved ag crops are marketed and 
Ng carryover of last year disposed 
of. 

The situation tn dried and canned’ 
fruits has proven very satisfactory 
both to the grower and packer. 
Prices for dried apricots, prunes, 
peaches and figs have advanced 
markedly and this advance will be 
a direct advantage to the grower 
over a considerable part of the ter- 
ritory inasmuch as the fruit is han- 
died by co-operative associations. 
Grapes have followed much the same 
course with prospects continually 
brightening. 

The canning season opened with 
little promise, but developed rapid- 
ly inte « reversal of last year’s con- 
ditions.

(1.) While ostensibly co-operat- 


ing with banks, public officials and 


employees ih the Postoffice Depart- 
ment generally work in competition 
with chartered institutions and are 
preparing the ground for the estab- 
\iishment of a government savings 
_insitution with thousands of 
branches or agencies to withdraw 
from community development money 
produced by a community's thrift. 

(2.) Im addition to withdrawing 
savings deposits from the community 
of origin, the postal authorities seek 
to add features which are not only 
competitive, but subsidized by tax 
exemption. 

COSTLY TO TAXPAYERS. 


(3.) The Treasury Department 
continues to use many of its war- 
time arguments for selling its sav- 
ing securities, the result being cost- 
ly to the taxpayer and ridiculous 
as to effect when measured eitheys 
by the amount of sales or the ex- 
tent to which thrift is promoted.

It was the unanimous opinion of 
the State bankers’ secretaries that 
banks are much too eager to secure 
new accounts and do not take suffi- 


cient precaution against imposters. 
It was decided that in the near fu- 
ture new depositors will be asked 
to fll out application cards, giving 
age, birthplace, parentage, color of 
hair and eyes, height, weight, iden- 
tification marks and the name of the 
bank in which they last had an ac- 
count. They may also be required 
to have some wejl-known person 
recommend them as depositors. 

In the case of strangers who want 
to cash checks, applicants will be 
asked to fill out applicafion cards 
which call for minute details, and 
then put their fingerprints on the 
cards. Otherwise they may have 
some well-known person identify 
them, and such identification will be 


regarded as indorsement for the 
check. 
Thomas D. McAdams of New 


York, who will head the Bankers’ As- 
sociation next year, took part in the 
discussion, and told the State Bank- 
er’s Association secretaries that the 
present crime wave makes it im- 
perative that more money be forth- 
coming to finance the work of the 
Bankers’ Protective Association.
